In response to a request from Mar¬ 
shal Udell for information as to the 
legality of slot machines, Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Doran announces that 
all slot machines must go, that a state 
law absolutely prohibits their use. 

There is a widespread belief that so 
long as the person playing the ma¬ 
chine receives any article of rnerth"!',- 
dise whatever, no matter hftw small 
the value, in return for the money put 
in, that the machine is not operated 
contrary to law, but Mr. Doran says 
that is not the case. 

He also added that while he in¬ 
tended to stop the use of the machines 
wherever found, that he would not 
prosecute the men in whose places the 
machines were operating, the first 
time he found them there, but that he 
would prosecute those responsible for 
selling or renting them to the store¬ 
keepers. The storekeepers might have 
acted in good faith, but the manufac¬ 
turers and sellers of the machines 
know that they are breaking the Cali, 
fomia law when they install them. 

In the event that the storekeeper 
repeated the offense after having been 
warned and having one machine 
closed, of course he would be prose- 
cued.
